Reform Itself, Says 


George Otis Smith 


In a recent address in New York 


George Otis Smith, director 
'of. the 


United States Geological Survey, de- 
clared that the coal industry ranst 
reform itself. 
After 
referring 
to 


over-development and un-der-emrploy- 
men't Mr. Smith said; 


"To mate possible the cheaper coal 


that our American industries 
need 


and also the larger earnings 
that 


both, capital and labor deserve, the 
coal "industry must 
reform 
itself. 


And not the least essential fecior iu 
this reform must, be the cooperation, 
of labor. From the standpoint of the 
consumer of anthracite, there is no 
difference between excessive wages 
demanded by- a labor moncgwly and 
excessive profits demanded by a capi- 
tal monopoly or excessive royalties 
demanded by a coalland monopoly. 


"The coal miner, whether 
in tho 


anthracite field or the 
bituminous 


fields, can not bo put in a .privileged 
class any more than the 
so-called 


coal baron. The world orres the coal 
miner a living only as he earne It, 
but ho certainly should cave a better

In response to Senate 
Resolution

He points out that 
in the two years ended ilay 1, 1920 ]

Discussing prices the report 
dis- 


tinguishes between, contract and spot 
coal, says that the amount under con- i 
tract is variously estimated at from ' 
three-eighths to three-fourths of the i 
production; that prices on old con- i 
tracts are undastu-nbed by the strike j 
and that "spot coal receives the full i 
Impact of the u&vr demand." It was 
pointed out that for various reasons 
non-union coal was sold at or below 
the cost of production prior to 
strike. 
The prices mounted raptdlj 


after Aixril 1 and to prevent a repeti- 
tion of the price panic of 1920 it woo 
deemed necessary to use the influ&ncf'' 
of the 'administration to halt price [ 
advances.
